It's Official: 
County Against 


Annex to PA 


The County Board of Super- 
visors has officially told the 
East Palo Alto Chamber of 
Commerce’s fact-finding com- 
mittee what they knew already 
-——that the Supervisors remain 
unalterably opposed to ever 
allowing the unincorporated 
area to annex to Palo Alto. 

Alan Carey, chairman of the 
committee that is compiling a 
report on the possible futures 
of East Palo Alto; said he re- 
ceived the letter from the 
board last week. 

The Supervisors, he said, 
made three familiar points: 

1. It would be “unwise” to 
change boundaries established 
for many years and also dis- 
rupt boundaries of special dis- 
tricts which are identical with 
those of the county. 

2. A change would establish 
a “dangerous precedent” and 
might jeopardize the “welfare 
of San Mateo County resi- 
dents.” 

3. A substantial portion of 
East Palo Alto may not be 
withdrawn under existing sta- 
tutes (which say that such 
boundary changes couldn’t 
take place within a five-mile 
radius of the county seat, i.e., 
Redwood City). 

The committee chairman 
noted that the last point is one 
that is always brought up by 
the Supervisors when asked 
about annexation to Palo Alto 
and that the statutes can be 
amended if necessary. 

Carey said he still maintain- 
ed that the will of the people 
“should be what determines 
this,” indicating that if enough 
East Palo Alto residents want 
Palo Alto annexation, the 
board should consider their de- 
sires. : 

Along this line, Carey said a 
meeting of the fact-finding 
committee will be held Tues- 
day, Aug. 18, to discuss furth- 
er plans. He said that current 
thinking calls for a door-to- 
door poll of area residents on 
the issues of retaining the sta- 
tus quo, annexing to either 
Menlo Park or Palo Alto or in- 
corperation. 

The Ravenswood Post poll, 
tabulated by Chamber secre- 
tary-manager Fred Simon, 
brought in 115 ballots, provid- 
ing some indications of com- 
munity feeling, Carey said. 

Simon said majority of the 
ballots favored annexation, but 
split exactly down the middle 
on going to Menlo Park or Pa- 
lo Alto. Each had 50 votes. 
Most of the rest favored keep- 
ing things as they are with a 
lesser amount backing incor- 
poration.

City councilmen admitted as 
much last week, when they agreed they saw no hope for 
construction of an underpass, with city funds, at that site. 

But before residents of the Stanford Park area and 
of the Linfield Oaks area start congratulating themselves 
on their success in “keeping a major traffic artery from 
their front doors,” they'd better look at another couple of 
possibilities which can pose even more of a threat to their 
relative seclusion than the city’s plan would have had. 

For one thing, the State Division of Highways is 
studying some sort of a connector between Willow 
road in Menlo Park and Willow .road on Stanford 
campus. 

For another, the city of Palo Alto co-sponsored a 
recent study, culminated in the recent DeLeuw-Cather 
report. The latter report calls for putting 90 per 
cent of such an interchange into Menlo Park, 

Meanwhile, a special county highway planning com- 
mission is attempting to work out some sort of a route, too. 

It takes little imagination to guess that members of a 
county committee in Redwood City and members of any 
group south of the county line will have small sympathy 
for the problems of a couple of neighborhoods at the south 
end of Menlo Park. 

Thus, those who plugged hardest for defeat of last 
spring’s city bond issue might well find themselves facing 
new challenges and new “plans” for putting traffieways 
through their area. They'd better be ready with lots of 
good answers.

Common Ground of Interest 
Can Benefit ‘Heights,’ City 


filed recently with the City of Menlo Park was a re- 
port by the recently-organized University Heights Im- 
provement Association, protesting against a proposed 90- 
foot right of way development from the Sharon estate, 
through the unincorporated area, to the older sections of 
Menlo Park. 

That such a protest should be forthcoming was to be 


expected. Nobody — no group of residents in an area 
which is fairly harmonious in its aspect — likes to face the 
prospect of a street right of way, primarily serving other 
areas, chopping through their territory. 

That the City of Menlo Park should propose such a link 
was also to be expected. Draped along several miles of 
the northern edge of San Francisquito creek, the city is 


impoverished as far as east-west arteries are concerned; 


it will grow more so as areas to the west and east are built 


up and added. 

For what consolation it may be to University 
Heights residents, the city agrees with their association 
on one item: the city only wants only one east-west 
connector through the area; hence administrators will 
perforce agree that three of the four routes which have 


been suggested are poorer ones. 

Maybe this doesn’t provide a “LOO per cent” ground 
of common interest, but it’s a consideration which can’t be 
overlooked by residents of University Heights. 

Nor can the city’s administration ignore the protests. 
University Heights, with a developing shopping center of 
its own and with respectable residential areas, represents at 
present a good entrance to Menlo Park,

Map-Making Gets Better; Early 
Ones Left Room for ‘Mysteries 


The ancient art of mapping 
is being refined. 

Even in as comparatively 
short a time as that covered 
by the history of Menlo Park, 
there have come into being 
many refinements in the 
town’s charts and, when all is 
said and done, the latest maps 
appear to be the best. 


A perusal of some of the 
maps on file at city hall shows 
this pretty clearly; the subdi- 
vision maps of the late 1800s 
have no details to them, other 
than lot lines; the most mo- 
dern subdivision maps must in- 
clude details of utility line 
placement, location of gutters 
as well as streets, and much 
more. 

For the record, one of the 
earliest maps of what is now 

the downtown area was that 
of the Menlo Villa develop- 
ment, filed with the county 
recorder in 1863. It shows a 
planned cut-up of the town 
into large lots both east and 
west of the highway. 

The lot lines and_ street 
widths are just about all it 
shows, 

City Engineering Assistant 
Ed Ebaugh says that he su- 
spects the original surveys 
were made with “chains,” a 
surveying device made up of 
100 8-inch links and therefore 
66 feet long. 

Sixty-six feet is the exact 
width of some downtown street 
rights of way even today. 

Probably the most famous 
of the early maps of Menlo 
Park is that which was filed in 
1870. It shows the portion of 


‘the Menlo Villa lands west of 


the El Camino, between Val- 
paraiso avenue and Santa Cruz 
avenue and extending wester- 
ly as far as what is now Uni- 
versity drive. 

The Menlo Villa Association, 
which had sponsored the first 
subdivision, had apparently 
fallen on hard times. The map 
bore the notation: 

“Town of Menlo. For Sale 
at Auction, room 310 Mont-

The price which the area— 
then absolutely uninhabited— 
got, isn’t quoted. But those 
who might complain about 
their present mortgage pay- 
ments might take comfort in 
learning that interest rates 
aren’t what they used to. be. 
The notation went on: 


“Terms: one half cash, one 
half in one year with 1@ per- 
cent interest payable quar- 
terly.” 

The use of “chains” as a un- 
it of measure hasn’t left the 
scene entirely, even today, 
Ebaugh says. Some of the flood 
plains of the bayside area re- 
cently annexed to Menlo Park 
are still measured out in that 
style. 

Meanwhile, he says, map- 
making has improved and with 
the advent of building codes 
and zoning ordinances, the ci- 
ty has been able to obtain co- 
pies of all subdivision maps, 
with details as to utility im- 
provements, location of fire 
hydrants, and the like. 

“You might say,” he ex- 
plains, “that we get a copy 
of every map that requires 
an official action.” 

Meanwhile, to help fill in 
the gaps in exact knowledge 
of the city’s facilities and lay- 
out, the city has recourse to 
several other agencies, both 
publie and private. 

“The Pacific Gas and Elec- 
trie Company has pretty good 
maps of all its installations, 
and so do the public and pri- 
water districts and the sanitary 
district,” says the engineer. 
“We can always request copies 
from each other.” 

Sometimes, however, old 
pipes and utility mains which 
never appeared on anybody’s 
map are found to plague fur- 
ther development and some- 
times easements which have 
outgrown their purposes cause 
legal headaches. 

“IT recall that there was 
some sort of an easement 
along Coleman avenue a few 
years ago,” Ebaugh explains. 
“It was never on any public 
record, but the title company 
doing a deed search of the 
property assured us it was 
there, all right. 

“As I recall, the city had to 
agree to abandon an easement 
which, as far as we knew, did- 
n't exist. And as far as we 
could find out, there had ne- 
ver been any pipes under it, 
either.” 

Sometimes, a reverse situa- 
tion occurs. 

“A few years ago when we 
were widening Santa Cruz av- 
enue west of University drive 
we came onto some dead lines, 
including one four-inch steel 
one. 

“Nobody could tell us where 
they came from, where they 
went, or who put them down, 
or what they were supposed to 
carry.” 

Ebaugh says that army ree- 
ords of Camp Fremont might 
be available from the army, 
and that these may help solve 
some of the underground 
“mysteries.”
